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The Game of Illinois. 


[Read before the Central Illinois Sportsmen's Association, by 
The Hon. J. G. Henderson.] 

The poet of poets wrote ; 

11 The man thnr hath no mnslc iu himself, 

Nor la not moved with concord of sweet sounds, 

Is IU for treasons, stratagems, and spoils; 

The motions of his spirit are dull as night, 

And his iiflections dark ae Erehns; 

Let no such man be trusted.'' 

But I say that when yon And a man who does not love to talk of 
dogs, and guns, and hooks, and lines, he has no music In him¬ 
self; never can be “moved with the concord of sweet sounds;” 
has no spirit; Is without real affections; Is ripe for treason, 
stratagems, and spoils, and “ can’t be trusted” to handle your 
hundred and fifty dollar breech-loader. Allow bim to stand off 
and look at It, but don’t let him lay his hsnds on It. To him 
Izaik Walton, with all hts charming talk of fish, and flies, and 
hooks, and shady dells, and hours of Ilsiless dreaming, watching 
on mossy banks, among flowers and soDga of birds, Is as unin¬ 
teresting as a Greek dictionary would be to a Modoc Indian! I 
have somewhere read, that one of the amusing conundrums that 
used to occupy the spare time of the school men, was, how many 
souls could dance on the point of a cambric needle! Find a 
thousand men who hate doge, despise a shot-guu, and never 
owned a hook and Hue, and I say the souls of the whole thous¬ 
and could dance on the point of one needle, and apparently, by 
contrast, leave room eoough for a band wagon and four horses. 

I hardly know why I was requested to address you, unless It Is 
because of my enthusiasm. I can’t shoot much, I can’t fish 
very well, but, o!>, how I do love to try 1 Old Bishop Cumber¬ 
land, speaking of that model of all biographies, Bald that “Ever 
as the year rolls around, that book of Boswell’s proves my Win¬ 
ter evening's entertainment,” but I will add, that, ever os the 
year rolls around, the shot-gun, and hook, aDd line prove my 
Spring and Summer, and Fall aud Winter’s entertainment. No 
weather ever gets so cold that a man can’t look at his Bhot-gun, 
or overhaul for tbe hundredth time, bis Ashing tackle, snd to 
the geuulue lover of field sports, these are the next thing to 
hunting and fishing. 

What a grand thing it Is to leave the world, care, trouble, all 
behind, and this every sportsman does when he goes hunting or 
Ashing. As the steeple and tower of busy city recede In the dis¬ 
tance,and green Aeld and meadow open before him, the heart of the 
sportsman rises In his bosom. That ever-recurring, monotonous 
thing called business, that hampers a man’s soul, aud clips the 
wings of tmsglnatlon, Is laid on the shelf. The true sportsman 
from the ttme he begins to load his shells until he piles the 
game upon the kitchen table, thtuks as little of dollars and cents 
as does his pointer dog when he scents bis Arst Aock of quails. 
Those little annoylDg suggestions that sometimes harrow up the 
soul, and at times "make each and every particular hair to stand 
oneud,” will never reach him In the swamps. You know what 1 
mean. “Jim I Bring home a dollar’s worth of coffee with you 
at noon," or "Sam 1 The A jur’s out," or"Seeherel When are 
you going to pay that little bill f” And perhaps not a dollar In 
the treasury! Where's the man who wouldn't exchange such 
sounds as these for the whistle of the blue-winged teal, the quak¬ 
ing of mallards, or the splash of pickerel among the lily padBl 
How It may seem to you I do not know, but as for myself, I 
would not exchange the b >om of one bittern for sll the political 
booms on this continent, and I would not give the cluck of a 
single mud-heu for all the duns that all the tailors In tbe world 
ever plied upon their unfortunate victims. 

Talk of the enthusiasm of the sportsman! Will you ever for¬ 
get tbe Arst Ash you lauded 1 The plu-hook, the sewing-thread 
line, the worm; how you lay oo the bridge aud watched tbe sil¬ 
ver-sided beauty glancing In the clear water; tbe moment he 
seized your bait, tbe amount of unnecessary force you expended 
when you “ pulled;” how you went for him when he tumbled off 
the barbleas hook, and captured him In both hands just as be 
reached the water’s edge? And then the thought he was yours; 
all yours, head and tall, and Ana, and sparkling silver scales. 
That bare-foot hoy with ragged, brlmlesa straw hat, and pants 
sustained by hut one bed-tlcklug suspender, Is happier than any 
monarch-that ever sat upon a throne. In after years, when that 
boy becomes a man, listening thousands may applaud his elo¬ 
quence, beautiful women shower their smiles upon him, and all 
nature lay her bounties at his feet, but In the depths of his heart 
he feels that the only real happiness he ever knew, was when he 
saw that Arst minnow turning summersaults In the 6UDshlne. 
Garfield and Hancock each wants to be president of the United 
States, but either one would give up his chances to-Dlght If he 
could only be a bare footed boy again, and live over once more 
that one supreme hour of happlDess. 

The next great treat In store for the boy la the killing of his Arst 
bird, or squirrel. Never will I forget the Arst game that I bagged. 
It was In filckory nut time; he was a fox squirrel, I shot with a 
deadly rlAe. It Is true I shot him thirteen times, and then bad 
to maul him over the head with a club to get him, but when I 
sent up my yell of triumph, when victory perched upon my ban¬ 
ner, and I lay down to .rest and contemplate the field, I knew 
why It was I had to shoot him so often He was the biggest 
squirrel that ever climbed a tree In Morgan county. He had 
perched himself upon a big shell-bark hickory, because a smaller 
tree never would have held him up. To me he was larger than 
some of the mammoth elephants exhibited In modern menageries. 
And he was mine. I bad billed him, and of course could do 
what I pleased with him. First I thought I would sell him aud 
Invest the proceeds In ammunition. But then the thought oc¬ 
curred to me that I would ruin tbe butcher by suddenly throwing 
such a large quantity of fresh meat on the market. So I resolved 
to salt him down for my Winter’s meat, and of bla hide I would 
make me a pair of buckskin pants and coat The schoolboys 
bother their beads over the tough problem as to whether there 
Is more happiness In pursuit or possesslou, but my happiness was 
supreme. There he Isy In my possession, and I bad been In pur¬ 
suit of him for at least two hours and half 1 Forget that squirrel, 
never I i 


“The heavens may part and together roll, 

Like the two edges of a parched scroll, 1 ’ 

bat I'll never forget that squirrel. All else may fade, but there 
will forever be one little green spot In my memory, one little pic¬ 
ture In the shell-bark hickory tree, the leaves browned by Octo¬ 
ber's frosts, and that mammoth squirrel, as he sat where I first 
spied him; on his hind feet, his tall over his back, and a hickory 
nut In his paws—a position that he continued to occupy until I 
had fired my tenth rouud at him! 

Such are the feelings of the young sportsman when he catches 
his first fiBh and bags his first game; and In after years, though ho 
may have angled for pickerel lu the wilds of Minnesota, or trout 
In the sparkling brooks of Maine; though he may have killed 
woodcocks by the thousand, and loaded himself for the hundredth 
time with mallards, or canvas-backs, upon each new conquest his 
heart sends the blood coursing through his veins again, and he 
enjoys the same feelings as when a boy he landed hts first min¬ 
now—the same In kind, hut not In degree. 

The subject you have given me to-hlgt>t Is an unbounded one; 
“ The Game of Hllnols.” Why. this Includes all the land birds 
that come under the designation of game birds, such as the wild 
turkey, the prairie hen, the pheasant, the quail, the wild pigeon, 
and, in addition to this, the water birds, the various kinds of 
ducks, the mallard, the black duck, the pintail, the blue-winged 
teal, tbe green-winged teal, tbe Bhoveler, the gadwall, the Amer¬ 
ican widgeon, tbe Summer duck, the red-head duck, the ring- 
necked, the canvass-back, the golden-eyed, and soon through tbe 
list, nineteen In all; and then the geese, of which we have the 
snow goose, white-fronted goose, Canada goose, Hutchins’ goose, 
and the brant; while of the waders we have the woodcock, the 
English snipe, Jack snipe, red-breasted snipe, and five species of 
plover. And as my subject Is game of Illinois, of course I am 
not limited to the birds, for my subject Includes the game Ashes, 
—and ah I wouldn’t I like to talk of the speckled beauties—the 
pike, the bass, the perch and croppy; of worm and Ay, aud min¬ 
now, and trolling hook; of boats and tents, aud camp equipage: 
of poles and reels—why, my dear friends, here 1 b material enough 
for the rest of the week; but this Is not all my subject Includes 
You see I am not limited to the birds and fiBhes, but may legiti¬ 
mately Include the deer, the rabbit, the various species of squir¬ 
rels, and possibly the 'coon and the ’possum, as these animals arc 
hunted by some, not for their pelts alone, but also for their fiesb. 
An address which would include a notice of the haunts and hab¬ 
its of the various mammals, and birds and fishes enumerated, 
would be rather lengthy for this occasion. At first I thought of 
writing a book on the subject of “The Game of Illinois," and 
reading It to you, Illustrating It with large crayon sketches; but 
when I learned that your association would only be In session 
about five days, and that you would want to spend a part of your 
time in shooting, I was compelled reluctantly to abandon this 
Idea. A second examination of the subject disclosed the fact 
that I was not limited as to time, that It was left to me to write 
of “The Game of Illinois” as it is found to-day, or the game of 
Illinois as It was two centuries ago. This, while It seemed to 
widen the field, relieved me of my dilemma. I determined to 
talk of that moat familiar to myself—" The Game of Illi¬ 
nois as It was Two Hundred Years Ago." And now I ask you to 
leave your pointers and setters, and breech-loaders, at home, 
while we wander Into what was once the hunter's paradise. All 
. the various forms that will meet your eye are shadows now, 
shadows never to be chased by you, unless the Indian’s Idea of 
heaven be true; shadows which, In that event, you may chase be¬ 
yond the river. 

A little over two hundred years ago the JeBult missionaries 
coming by way of the great lakes, first beheld the vast pra rles of 
Illinois—prairies upon which herds of wild cattle pastured In con¬ 
fusion. Strange contrast; v^here now Iron rails mark the high¬ 
way of civilization and commerce, there were only paths made by 
the buffalo, or the Indian trail to hunting grounds, or from vil¬ 
lage to village; where now are great cities, built of brick, stone, 
and Iron, with their m irble-fronted palaces of trade, then were 
Indian villages of sometimes dve hundred cabins, made of rushes 
sewed together by the bands of Industrious squaws, so ingeniously 
as to render them Impervious to ralu and snow, aud so light as 
to render It easy for the Indian woman to obey her dusky master 
when he ordered her to “take np her house and walk.” Now 
huge boats with gilded saloons and marble palaces, propelled by 
powerful steam engines, float on the bosoms of our rivers; then 
the light canoe made of the cotton wood log, by the use of tire 
and the stone axe, or the still lighter blrch-bark, were the only 
keels that bad ever disturbed their waters. 

Let us close our eyes to the fact that now everywhere cities 
and villages and farmhouses meet tbe eye, and spend an hour in 
old Illinois as It Is pictured to us In Jesuit letters and relations 
and in the pages of early vogageurt. Illinois as It was at the end 
of the seventeenth century, the otter, beaver and wigwams upon 
the banks of Its rivers, the panther, wolves, bears and wild-cats In 
its forests, with great prairies of wild gTass, where grazed the deer, 
the elk, the antelope and buffalo, or at noontide shielded them¬ 
selves from the Summer’s sun and leisurely chewed thelrcud under 
the shade of lonely cottonwoods or In the beautiful groves that 
here aud there studded the plains like Islands upon the bosom of 
the oceao. 

The Jesuit missionary, Father Marquette, whose name I never 
mention wttho .ta feeling of reverence, was the first white man 
to penetrate what was then the wilderness of Illinois. Father 
Claude A Hour z, and other missionaries, who had penetrated the 
wilderness as far as Che-goi-me-gon, a great Chippewa village at 
the west eod of Lake Superior, no doubt had beard from the 
wandering Sioux, or as they were known In those days, by their 
French AlgosqulD name of Nadouessl, of the great plains that 
lay toward the south, and of the vast herds of buffalo that roamed 
over them. Indeed, history records the fact that these 8loux 
Indians told the strange pale-faces who came among them with 
their “ pictures of hell and of the last judgment,” of their 
manner of shielding themselves from the Winter’s storm with 
the bides of wild cattle for the ro fs of cabins Instead of bark. It 
was here, too, that the missionaries heard of the great river 
snd here, as far back as 1609, for tbs first time In history appear 
those two Algonquin words Mtiul tipi. Father Alloue* in speak¬ 


ing of the Sioux Indians says, “ They live on the great river 
called Afempi." He blended the adjective Afsisi, “ great" and 
the noun tipi, “ river” Into one word, which Is no greater corrup¬ 
tion than our “Mississippi.” It was here too that Father Marquette 
received tidings of tbe great river, and the nations that dwelt 
upon Its baDks, and It was here that he resolved to explore It. 
“ This great rive-," he says, “can hardly empty Into Virginia, 
and we believe that Its mouth is lu California. If the Indians who 
promise to make me a canoe do not fall to keep their word, we 
shall go luto this river as soon as we can with a Frenchman and 
this young man given me, who knows some of these languages, 
and has a readiness ftfr learning others; we shall visit the nations 
which Inhabit It, lu order to open the way to so many of our 
fathers who have long awaited this happiness." Here at this 
same Chippewa village the Jesuits met the Illinois Indians, who 
came there to rehearse their sorrows, and ask the protection of 
the French. The 8ioux upon the one side and the Iroquois upon 
the other, had made savage inroads upon them. They told of 
the noble river upon which they dwelt that " they had no forests, 
but Instead of them,vast prairies, where herds of deer and buffalo^ 
nnd other animals, grazed on the tall grasses. This Is the first 
mention that Is made of the buffalo upon the prairies of Illinois. 
None of the French had yet seen the buffalo, unless perchance 
some trader had followed the Indians to their hunting grounds 
though many thousands of their robes had already been trans¬ 
ported from tbe region of the upper Mississippi They were 
taken from tbe buffaloes by the Indian hunters, prepared and 
tanned by the bauds of the squaws, and then in birch bark canoes, 
transported by way of the Western rivers to the " portages, ” 
where canoe and cargo were carried across to the head waters 
of rivers that emptied loto the great lakes, over whose waters, 
still lu the blrch-bark canoe, they were carried to Quebec, and 
there by their Indian owners, exchanged for articles of French 
manufacture, suitable to the wants of savage man. 

Of the Illinois, Father Marquette writes: “ They always come 
by land. (To Chegot-me-gon.) They sow maize, which they have 
lu great plenty; they have pumpkins as large us those of France, 
and plenty of roots and fruit. The chase Is very abundant In 
wild cattle, bears, stags, turkeys, ducks, bustards, wild pigeons 
aud cranes. They leave their towns at certain Limes every year 
to go to their bunting grounds together, so as to be better able 
to resist If attacked. They believe I will spread peace every¬ 
where, If I go, and then only the young men will go to hunt." 

It was not, however, until the Fall of the year 1671 that he re¬ 
ceived orders from his superiors “which bid him at last to em¬ 
bark on the voyage so long and fondly projected.” Louis Joliet, 
whoBe name is now lmperlshably connected with that of Mar¬ 
quette In the discovery of tbe Mississippi river, arrived In the 
Spring of 1673, with orders from Comte de Froutenac, Governor 
of CdDada, and M. Talon, the Intcndant, for the exploration of 
the great river. The Winter before the arrival of Joliet, was 
spent Id busy preparation for the great, voyage. From the wan¬ 
dering Indians Father Marquette gathered all the Information he 
could, and from their statements he drew the first rude map of 
the great river, and marked upon It the names of the nations 
that dwelt upon Its borders. He says; “ As we were going to 
seek uuknown countries, we took all possible precautions, that It 
our enterprise was hazardous, It should not be fool-hardy; for 
this reason we gathered all possible Information from Indians 
who had frequented those parts, and even from their accounts 
traced a map of all the new country, marking dowu the rivers on 
which we were to sail, the names of the nations and places 
through which we were to pass, the course of the great river, and 
wbat direction we should take, when we got to It.” 

It was on the 17th day of May, 1673, that they started from 
the mission of St. Ignatius, at Mlcblllmacklnac, and “made their 
paddles play merrily over Lake Huron, and that of the Illinois 
(Lake Michigan) Into the Bay of the Fetid (Green Bay).” Hera 
they met the Wlld-oat Indians, who dwelt on the borders of the 
bay, and on the Menomonee river. Marquette Informed them of 
his Intended voyage, at which they were much surprised. They 
tried to dissuade him from the undertaking by telling him of hos¬ 
tile nations that dwelt upon the borders of the Afetti-tepe, whoso 
scalping knives were never sheathed, and who never spared 
strangers, but tomahawked them without any provocation; they 
told him of war parties constantly In the. field; that the great 
river was very dangerous, unless the difficult parts were knowu; 
that It was full of frightful monsters who swallowed up men aDd 
canoes together; that there was a demon there who could be 
heard from afar, who stopped the passage aud engulfed all who 
dared to approach; and finally they told him of heata that were 
so excessive that they would Infallibly cause their deaths. Tbe 
zealous missionary thanked them for their good advice, and told 
them that he would only be too happy to lay down bla life for the 
salvatlou of souls. They entered Fox river, of which Father 
Marquette writes; “It Is very beautiful at Its mouth, aud flows 
gently; It Is full of bustards, ducks, teals, and other birds, at¬ 
tracted by the wild oats, of which they are very fond.” 

On the 7th of June they arrived at the portage of the Fox and 
Wisconsin Rivers, where they found a village composed of three 
nations—the Afiamit, the Matkoutint, aDd Kikabout —living In 
cabins made of rushes. Father Marquette was enraptured on 
beholding the position of their town, as he says: "The view was 
beautiful and very picturesque, for from the eminence on which 
It was perched, the eye discovered on every side prairies spread¬ 
ing away beyond Its reach, luterapersed with thickets or groves 
of lofty trees.” After having assembled tbe Indians and ad¬ 
dressing them upon the objects of their voyage, and after re¬ 
ceiving a present from the Indians, a mat which served ae a bed, 
they set out upon their voyage. They embarked In the “ sight 
of a great crowd, who could wonder enough to see seven French¬ 
men alone In two canoes, dare to undertake so strange and haz¬ 
ardous an expedition." 

With the assistance of two Miami Indians given them as guides, 
they found their way through the marshee to the portage, where 
canoee aud cargoes were carried and safely deposited In the Wis¬ 
consin. Here they bade good-bye to waters that flowed through 
the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence by Quebec, and 
turned to follow those that were to lead them Into strange 
lauda. They bade their Indian guides good-bye, and tbe 
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voyagtun “were alone In an unknown country In the hands 
of Providence.” They floated silently down the Wisconsin, 
which, to use the language of my old lamented friend, John L. 
McConnell, “ was an unbroken solitude, where the ripple of their 
paddles sounded loudly on the ear, and their voices, subdued by 
the stillness, were sent back Iu lonely echoes from the shore." 
On Its banks they saw the deer and the elk. At length, on the 
17tb day ot June, with a joy that Marquette could find no words 
to express, they gilded Into the great river, the storied theme of 
many an Indlau tale. They followed Its course to the 42d 
degree of latitude. Here all was changed. Their blrch-bxrk 
canoes were now floating between the great prairies of Iowa and 
Illinois, while the river was studded with beautiful Islands, 
fringed with wlllqws whose branches were reflected back from the 
bosom of the water. Everything was strange and calculated to 
strike the Imagination of the voyageun. At one time a great 
fish, probably a Mississippi catflsh, struck one of the canoes so 
violently that they thought It would break It In pieces. At 
another time they 6aw a monstrous animal swimming aciose the 
river. And thus the little band of voyageum floated on—on In 
the morning when the dew sparkled on the willows, and little 
birds came forth from their hiding places and made the woods 
vocal with song—now listening to the lowing herds of buffalo 
that came to the river to drink, or watching the “whltecaps” 
breaking against the prows of their canoes; floated on In the 
evening when the bluffs threw their loog dark shadows acrosB 
the river. In Imagination we see them land, their little line of 
blue smoke curling up against the dark background of forest 
and hillside; their simple meal; we see them anchor In the middle 
of the river as a precaution against enemies, and while one of 
their number keeps guard, we see them lie down to rest. They 
heard the scream of the panther and the cry of the great grey 
owl among the hills, while beyond the river, among the willows 
on the lowlands, 

“They beard the Waml unt m, 

lleiird the whippoorwill complaining, 

Perched npon his lonely wigwam; 

Heard Ihe water rippling near them. 

Talking to the darksome forest; 

Heard the sighing of the branches. 

As they lifted and subsided 
At the passing of the night-wind: 

Heard them as one hears In slumber. 

Far-off murmurs, dreamy whispers.“ 

Then peacefully slept and dreamed of home—of France Gladly 
would we follow the little party of voyngenrt down the great 
river, and recount their meeting with Indian natlonB, of mutual 
Joy, and feasts upon fish, and venison and buffalo and dog meat, 
but want of time prevents It. In the month of August they re¬ 
turned, and Instead of keeping to the Mississippi, they entered 
the Illinois at Its mouth, and followed It to Lake Michigan. The 
good father was charmed with the beauty of the Illinois and lta 
banka. He says: “ We had seen nothing like this river, for the 
fertility of the land; lta prairies, woods, wild cattle, stags, wild 
cats, bustards,swans, ducks, parrots, and even beavers; Its many 
little lakes and rivers.” 

His description of the wild cattle, as seen by film two hundred 
and seven years ago upon the prairies of Illinois, sounds curious 
enough to us at this day. He saysWe call them wild cattle be¬ 
cause they are like our domestic qattle; they areoot longer, but el- 
most as big again, and more corpulent. Our men having killed one,, 
three of ua bad considerable trouble In moving II. The head Is 
very large, the forehead flat, and a foot and half between the 
borne, which are exactly like those of our cattle, except that they 
are black and much larger. Under the neck there Is a kind of 
large crop hanging down, and on the back a pretty high hump. 
The whole head, the neck, and part of the shoulders are covered 
with a great mane, like a horse’s; It Is a crest a foot long, which 
renders them hideous, and falling over their eyes prevents tbelr 
seeing before them. The rest of the body Is covered with a 
coarse, curly hair like the wool of our own sheep, but much 
stronger and thicker. It falls In Summer and the skin Is then as 
soft as velvet. At this time the Indians employ the skins to 
make beautiful robes, which they paint of various colors; the 
flesh and fat of the Pitikout are excellent, and constitute the 
beat dish at banquets They are very fierce, and not a year 
passes without their killing some Indians. When attacked they 
take a man In tbelr boms, If they can, lift him up, and then, 
dashing him on the ground, trample on him and kill him. When 
you fire at them from a distance with a gun or bow, you must 
throw yourself upon the ground as soon as you Are, and hide In 
the grass,, for If they perceive the one who fired, they rush on 
him and attack him. As their feet are large and rather short, 
they do not generally go very fast, except when they are Irri¬ 
tated. They are scattered over the prairies like herds of cattle. 

I have seen a band of four hundred of them.” 

The old missionaries never tired of talking of the beauties of 
the country of the Illinois, and the abundance of game. Father 
Claude Allouez, In a “ Narrative of a Jouroey to the Illinois,” 
written shortly after Marquette's voyage. In speaking of the oc¬ 
cupation of the Indians, says, “ They hunt cattle, deer, turkeys, 
cats, a kind of tiger, and other animals, of which they reckon 
twenty-two kinds, and forty klndB of game and birds." 

Father Rasle, speaking of the Indiana of Illinois, says: “Not 
a year passes but they kill more than a thousand roebucks and 
more than two thousand buffaloes. From four to five thousand 
of the latter can often be seen at one view, grazing on the prai¬ 
ries. Of all the nations of Canada," he adds, “ there are none 
who live In so great abundance as the Illinois. Their rivers are 
covered with swans, bustards, ducks and teals. One can scarcely 
travel a league without finding a prodigloua multitude of turkeys, 
who keep together In flocks, often to the number of two hundred.” 
Father Hennepin speaks of herds of buffaloes grazing between 
the bluffs and the banks of the Mississippi, called by him the 
Colbert. The voyage of Hennepin down the Illinois and up the 
Mississippi was In the year 1680, just two hundred years ago. 
Of the scenery upon the Illinois, called by him the Scignelay, he 
says: “It 1 b lined with hills, whose sides are covered with fine 
large trees; some of these hills are half a league apart, leaving 
between them a marshy strip often Inundated, especially In the 
Spring and Fall. On ascending these hills you discover prairies 
further than the eye can reach, studded at Intervals with groves 
of tall trees apparently planted there Intentionally.” 

Father Membre, In his narrative of the voyage of LaSalle, 
(1682) gives a glowing and poetical account of the beauty of the 
country. He speaks of the Illinois river as “ edged with bills, 
covered with beautiful trees of all kinds, whence you discern 
vast prairies on which herds of wild cattle pasture In confusion.” 
He says: “ The fields are full of all kinds of game, wild cattle, 
stags, does, deer, bears, turkeys, partridges, parrots, quails, wood¬ 
cocks, wild pigeons and ring-doves. There are also beavers, ot¬ 
ters and martens.” 

The early French explorers soon learned that for abundance of 
game and fertility of soli Illinois was the garden spot, of the 
Mississippi Valley. Father Oravler, while on the Lower Missis¬ 
sippi, In 1700—one hundred and eighty years ago—complains of 
the lean wild geese found there, and says: "Our canoe-men 
sigh often for the river of the Illinois, and the beauty of the 
country and landings and Its plenty of buffalo and deer and all 
aorta of fat and excellent game.” If duly called the old mis¬ 
sionary from the land of plenty, he longed to return. Father 
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Mareat, In 1712, was called away from the Illinois Mission to 
Canada. He returned by the 8t. Joseph River to the source of 
the Illluots then known by the Algonquin name ot-.Tluakitci — 
Wolf-land— since corrupted by us Into Kankaket,*D& following Its 
windings until they came lu sight of the great prairies of Illinois, 
where the good father joyfully exclaims: " At last we perceived 
our own agreeable country, the wild buffaloes and herds of stags 
wandering on the borders of the river.” 

Other descriptions of this hunter's paradise might be ad¬ 
ded from these old French sources, but these must suf¬ 
fice. You understand from the citations given that game 
of every kind was In abuudance, from buffaloes down to 
woodcocks. You now have a slight conception of what you 
missed by being born about two hundred years too late. 
But you can console yourself with the fact that If you had been 
here then you would have been without a breech-loader, and 
would have been compelled to content yourself not only with the 
muzzle-loader, but the old flint lock at that Imagine yourself 
among a flock of two hundred wild turkeys with your splendid 
two hundred and fifty dollar gun and a hundred loaded shells. 

This sketch would hardly be complete If I omitted to describe 
briefly the methods of hunting as practiced by the Indiana and 
half-breed French upon the prairies of Illinois. Old Father 
Charlevoix, who wrote In 1721, more thau a century and a half 
ago, thus describes: "The most famous hunt Is that of the 
buffalo, which is performed In thle manner: The hunters range 
range themselves In four lines, which form a great square, and 
begin by setting Are to the grass and herbs, which are dry and 
very high; then, as the fire gets forward, they advance, closing 
their lines. The buffaloes, which are extremely afraid of Are, 
keep flying from It, and at last find themselves ao crowded 
together, that they are generally every one killed. They say 
that a party seldom returns from bunting without killing 1,500 
or 2,000. But lest the different companies Bhould hinder each 
other, they all agree, before they start out, about the place where 
they Intend to hunt. There are also some penalties appointed 
against those who transgress this rule, as well as those who, 
quitting their posts, give way to the beasts to escape. These 
penalties consist In giving a right to every person to strip those 
who are guilty, and to take away even their arms, which Is the 
greatest affront that can be given to a savage; and to pull down 
tbelr .cabins. The chiefs are subject to this penalty as well as 
the others, and If any were to endeavor to exempt them from 
thle law, It would raise a civil war among them, which would 
not end soon.” 

There were, during the year, two great hunts: that of the 
Summer, which scarcely lasted three weeks, and that which took 
place during the Winter, which lasted four or five months. With 
but a slight exertion of the Imagination, one can see the motley 
group of Indians, French and balf-breeds, headed by the Black- 
govni, as the Indians called the missionaries, Issuing from the old 
Kaskaskia of 1712, where the wigwams of the savage, and the 
rude huts of the French Indicated the contact of civilization and 
barbarism, and turning their faces to the north, toward the great 
prairies where they were to engage In the chase of the deer, the 
antelope, the elk, and the buffalo. 

But I must close. Indian and buffalo, and antelope and bear 
are gone, and In their stead we find the white man, the horse, 
the ox, and the aheep. It la curious to note the disturbance In 
the fauna by the advent of civilized man. The old missionaries 
speak often of parrots as being found In Illinois, by which I sup¬ 
pose they meant the paroquets, which, within the last fifty years, 
were plenty along the margin of the streams of this state. Vast 
numbers of wild geese and ducks formerly reared their young In 
the marshes along the rivers of Illinois, hut the advent of civil¬ 
ized man, armed with weapons superior to the bow and arrow, 
has forced them to seek safer breeding grounds to the northward 
of the Great Lakes, while many of the larger mammals, such as 
the buffalo, the elk, the bear and antelope, have been absolutely 
exterminated from the state; and many others, euch as the deer 
and wolf, as well as most game birds, turkeys, prairie hena, and 
pheasants, thinned out almost to nothing, to what they once were, 
yet there are others that have Increased In numbers since the ad¬ 
vent of civilization. When the enemies of any animal are extermi¬ 
nated, or reduced In numbers, such animals will rapidly Increase. 
For Illustration, the enemies of the smaller birds, tbe larger birds 
of prey, are destroyed by civilized man to protect bis poultry, 
this at the same time is a protection to the smaller wild birds; 
this gives tbe latter an advantage in the struggle for existence, 
and they increase in numbers. You will thus see that the real 
disturbance In the fauna of prairie and wilderness caused by the 
advent of the white man 1b not bo easily comprehended as one 
would at first Imagine. > 

But I set out to present to your view the picture as It once 
was, not wbat It has become under the hand of the destroyer. I 
asked you for an hour to forget what civilization has done, to close 
your ears to the peal of the church bhll, the scream of the steam 
whistle and tbe hum of the wheels of commerce and manufactures. 
To look with me for an hour upon a wilderness of forest, prairie 
and stream, and listen to the lowing ot buffaloes, tbe howl of 
the prairie wolf and the scream of the panther. To forget for a 
time tbe present, with Its harsh realities, and go back to tbe 
“long ago." “The charm of all such subjects lies In a sort of 
eupernaturallam that floats about them like a haze; tinting them 
purple and gold as the air at sunset tints the distant cloud or 
mountain. In our dally life we feel the bardnesB and roughness 
of matter, until our soule are sore and faint. But when we turn 
to the distant past we feel this hard and rough material world 
melting, and mixing with strange fancies, conjectural proces¬ 
sions of events, and cloud possibilities."*

The 
Illinois Central and Chicago & Alton have already complied 
with request. I will try and put Into such streams, with thetr 
assistance? some native fish. 

We were out on the Islands above CantoD,on the Mississippi river, 
22d and 23d, and from one lake or slough, that had but three 
Inches of water left, we took twenty-one half-bushel measures 
of fish, Bolld, no water aud fish, but solid fish. The bass, crop- 
pleB, etc., we saved, but the balance wc put Into the Mississippi. 

I think that according to Mr. Shaw’s (Commissioner of Iowa) 
estimate of 20,000 to the bushel, that the entire catch of the trip 
will be over 250,000 youug native fish.

pre-eminent above all others. Away back In the fifties, when a 
poor boy just from college, he started, penniless, up the Missouri 
and Yellowstone rivers, tf explore the regions of the great un¬ 
known, his wonderful accounts of hla adventures, on his re- 
turn, soon led to the projection of some explorations by Congress, 
which were placed, Indirectly, In hl6 bands. Gradually the thing 
grew until It developed Into a gigantic survey, whose lines of 
travel and trigonometrical calculations spread over the vast West. 
He worked It op to Its greatest breadth. He developed much of 
the youthful talent In the land, aud secured the services of m- 
cantt of world-wide fame. He encouraged every conceivable 
branch of scientific research until the whole scientific world 
bowed in recognition of the name of Hayden. Under his most 
wonderful vigor, the immense mlulng tracts of the West, the coal 
and gold fields, were made known so vividly, that a tremendous 
Influx of bumauity poured in from every oppressed quarter of the 
globe, and sought homes where his diligent labor had revealed 
them. Territories grew Into states, and riches flowed into the 
hands of the poor.

The Italian '.Greyhound. 

Where the original ItaliaD greyhounds were produced Is more 
or less a matter of conjecture; but doubtless a more congenial 
climate than our own was mainly instrumental in the creation of 
this beautiful, though fragile little dog. Italy and the South of 
France ere generally accepted as their birthplace, but It Is possi¬ 
ble that the honor thuB accredited to these parts of the conti¬ 
nent Is unmerited by them. 

However, whatever was the part of the world which they origi¬ 
nally came from Italian greyhounds,as a breed,are now firmly estab¬ 
lished among us, unsuitable as the damp and foga of the English 
ellmaie are to their constitutions. Moreover, the variety seems 
to have existed In this country for many years, for according to 
the “ Sportsman’s Repository,” the Italian greyhound was prob¬ 
ably first Imported Into England in the time of King Charles I., 
who had a great admiration for this breed of dog. On the same 
authority we learn that though from their fragile frames Italian 
greyhounds are unsuitable for coursing purposes, yet “Lord 
Orford, so renowned for his partiality to greyhounds, and who for 
years together kept fifty couples of them, never parting with a 
single whelp untried, made experiment of the ItaliaD cross, aud 
it waB said with some degree of success.” This tends to prove 
that not only was the breed Ir existence, but that Its merits were 
fully recognized years ago. What advantage, however, Lord 
Orford could expect to derive from crossing the Italian with our 
English greyhound we confess ourselves to be at a loss to con-

larger breed would,we Imagine, most certainly be Impaired by the 
Introduction of Italian blood Into It. 

As may readily be conjectured by any who have seen specimens 
of the. breed, the Italian greyhound la one of the most delicate 
breeds of dog, and the possession of one entails a great expendi¬ 
ture of care and attention upon its owner. The extreme delicacy 
of lte skin has always been the subject of special commeut by 
those who have written on it; and some of the earlier contribu¬ 
tors to our canine literature solemnly assert that If an Italian 
greyhound Is held by the tall in front of a strong light, the skin 
of the sides Is so fine and transparent that the Intestines can be 
plainly seen beneath It. Such statements are naturally exagger¬ 
ated, but are worth repetition as showing that the skins of these 
fascinating little dogs were always recognized as particularly fine 
and delicate. In the face of their constitutional weakness, Ital¬ 
ian greyhounds should be most carefully kept beyond the reach of 
damp aDd draughts, as a chill Is certain destruction if not taken 
In time and promptly treated. Warm clothing, too, should 
always be worn out of doorB unless on very fine days, and the 
food should be cooling, and not calculated to heat the blood If the 
coat 1s to be kept on the dog. 

There Is also a great Inclination on the part of Italian grey¬ 
hounds, as In other toy dogs, to contract mange, blotch, and other 
skin dresses; which, however, will be treated of In another por¬ 
tion of this work. In the meantime, It may be suggested to 
owners of toy dogs thus affected that an Injudicious application 
of the nearest mange lotion 1 b likely to be prejudicial to the lat¬ 
ter’s recovery; as many of the preparations so extensely adver¬ 
tised and widely used, are far too powerful In their effects upon 
delicate skins and constitutions. We have ourselves known toy 
dogs killed by injudicious treatment, In which such remedies us 
tar and carbolic acid were largely used. Both these remedies are 
decidedly beneficial Id some Instances; but for mild cases of skin 
diseases In small dogs (smooth-haired breeds especially) we 
strongly advocate th° use of glycerine as a preliminary applica¬ 
tion. Several case6 have come before us of cures when the 
above remedy bae been applied In conjunction with strict dletlDg, 
and the Bulphur and magnesia remedy we have so often before 
recommended In the course of this work. 

Probably on account of the difficulty In rearing the young ones 
when first born, Italian greyhounds are by no means numerous 
In this country; and the classes for them at dog shows rarely fill 
very heavily. By far the best collection, taken as a whole, which 
we remember to have ever come areoss was at the dog show held 
In the Gymnasium, Edinburgh, In 1877. On this occasion the 
number and quality of the doge present was far above the aver¬ 
age, and the whole class were the subjects of unqualified praise 
from the Judges, Messrs. William Lort and Hugh Dulzlel. On 
making Inquiries of gentlemeu present who knew the locality 
better than we did, it was atated that the weakness of the Mod¬ 
em Athene In the doggy way was certainly Italian greyhounds, 
and from the many excellent specimens which we came across 
afterward In the town, we fully believe the statement to be atrue 
one.

Beet.— Round, and cat-like; well arched. 

Tail .—Very Bne and thin. 

Size .—About 5-7 pounds. 

General Appearance .—A fragile, delicate little dog, slender In 
outline, and one which seems susceptible of considerable speed 
If extended, were It capable of such exertion.

Mr. Herzberg’s Reply to “ a Breeder.” 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Sept. 24, 1880. 

Editor CniCAOO Field:— Being a constant reader of your 
valuable publication, I could not avoid seeing an article In your 
Issue of the 18th Inst., with the caption, “Mr. Holllng’s letter 
with Leatberhead's article on the pointer Wagg and the setter 
Rock, criticised.” “ By a Breeder.” 

As this remarkable contribution was written at your “request,” 
It Is to be presumed that the opinions advanced by " Breeder” 
are uot final as to the Chicago Field, but that you will as readily, 
If not as willingly, give space for a reply. 

I at first thought that “ Breeder's purpose was to hold" Mr. 
Ilolllug's (the owner of that name spells It without a “g”) up 
to ridicule, and not as is Ills habit to hold the Llewellln dogs up 
to the world's admiration. He tells us Mr. Hollins wears “ an 
eyeglass," ft uot unusual affectation of English snobs, although 
l would uot rank Mr. Hollins with that class, nor can I see how 
in “ eyeglass,’’ worn presumably to assist vision, could bliod 
him to the merits of does ou exhibition. If Mr. Hollins has the 
good taste to “ look at the ladies” when there la a dog barking 
for his glances, an American will uot be slow to forgive him. 

I deeply regret that Mr. Hollins’ knowledge of “ grammar” Is 
so limited. “ Breeder" la really as particular about bis “ gram¬ 
mar” as Mr. Squeert, and with as much reasoD, for he violates 
the plainest rules of the language he condemns, in leading me to 
believe that his writing, like that of another Dogberry, “comes 
by nature.” 

It is to be deplored that very many of those who undertake to 
enlighten the world about dogs, should think It absolutely essen¬ 
tial to equip themselves for the undertaking, by throwing gen¬ 
tility to the dogs, while they give their unfortunate readers wild 
assertion, blind prejudice, and personal abuBe. We, in America, 
have been accused by “Breeder’s” countrymen of belug “per¬ 
sonal In our journalism.’’ If this be so, personalism has been 
confined to political papers, and It Is only of late that the Eng¬ 
lish habit of slandering a man's character because he differs with 
us as to the merits of a dog, or a breed of dogs, has come Into 
vogue. One thing Is certain, that when a man attacks another 
In this country, or when he dogmatically advocates a matter of 
general Interest, that he cannot long conceal himself behind the 
ambush of a worn de plume, but must come out and fight In the 
open. And It Is to learn the name of “ Breeder" and so fix his 
responsibility, that I write this. Knowing who he Is I will be 
the better able to ebow bis motives In making statements that he 
knows (If he Is competent to write on this subject) lo be errone¬ 
ous, and in denouncing men who may be more than hla peers. 

Permit me to give one specimen of “Breeder’s" accuracy, and 
It Is not selected from a long list of the same kind, but Is tbe 
very first that meets me in the rambling rigmarole which he calls 
“a’critlcl6m." He says; “ My opinion of him (Tory) would not 
In any way change or be worth more, as Mr. Hollins thinks, if I 
had seen him lately. I would not go fifty yards to see him again, 
because I know he hss a falling, which will not only last as long 
as he lasts, but as long as his stock lasts too. He U the tire of 
Emperor Fred , whose legs are like his own.” 

The Italics In this extract are mine. Now, I do not care to 
quibble about “ Breeder’s ’’ opinion as to anatomical merits, but 
I protest most positively against accepting tbe genealogical asser¬ 
tions of this man as history. He Bsys: "Tory Is the sire of Em¬ 
peror Fred.” He believes that from his own knowledge, or he 
does not. It his belief comes from his own Investigation of the 
subject, I demaud hla authority for a statement that is as false 
as " Breeder ” considers “ Mr. HolllnB’” syntax to be. Emperor 
Fred is the son of Blue Prince, and as I have uot written enough 
on this subject to qualify me for the field of romance In canine 
literature, I herewith submit the facts. The following Is from 
the London Field , March 20, 1880. 

"Emperor Fred and the Kernel Club, Sir I—A dispute having 
arisen about the sire of Emperor Fred, Mr. Lowe requested me 
to send him what Information I possessed concerning the matter, 
In order to have It laid before the committee of the K. C. Well, 
at tbe time Daisy (dam of Emperor Fred and Mr. Shirley’s 
Breeze) was sent to the dog, Mr. Laverack was seriously ill and 
unable to leave tbe house, or even to dress himself without 
assistance, and consequently could not attend to bis dogs him¬ 
self, and be ordered his kennel lad to put Daisy to Tory, but she 
refused biro, and took Prince. Next day, the same thing oc¬ 
curred, which the statement by the attendant ahowe; but Mr. 
Laverack, lo writing to me about the matter, stated that Dalay 
was served by Prince on the 13th December (1876) and op tbe 
14th by Tory. He added: ‘I was afraid Tory would not serve 
her, and had her served by Prince; but the litter would be by 
Tory.’ Why be thus wrote I know not, for he was evidently 
mistaken, which the letters from the attendant prove; but It was 
Borne time after before I found out that It was a mistake; when 
I wrote to Mr. Shirley to whom I had sold Breeze as by Tory, 
Informing him that, from Information I had got, Prince, and not 
Tory, as before stated, was tbe sire. 

" Two or three letters passed between us, but nothing occurred 
to Infer that Mr. Shirley was dissatisfied; nor did anything more 
occur about the affair until tbe report of Birmingham late show, 
In Bell’s Life , when Emperor Fred’a pedigree was questioned. 
My reply appeared In that paper on February 14th (Emperor 
Fred’s birthday). Tbe above explanation, with a letter from 


the attendant, I sent to Mr. Lowe, which ought to have disposed 
of the matter; but to my surprise I am Informed that the com¬ 
mittee decide that Emperor Fred and Breeze are to be entered as 
by Tory or Blue Prince. A more arbitrary ruling there could 
not be, for there Is not a particle of evidence to prove that Tory 
ever served the bitch, but the contrary, which the copy of tbe 
attendant’e letters prove; one of them being attested before a 
magistrate. Had it been proved that Daisy was served by both 
docB.the decision of tbe Kennel Club committee would have been 
very proper; but here we have positive proof that Prince only 
served her, and no other dog. 

" I wrote Mr. Shirley remonstrating with him about tbelr de¬ 
cision ; and bis reply Is, the decision Is perfectly reasonable, 
tbat tbe committee were 111 a position to know quite as much of 
the matter (If not more so) than I do? Now, this I deny, for 
there was only one other possible source of Information, but 
which Is totally untrustworthy (which 1 know to my cost). Tbe 
fact Is, there are a few Individuals that would like to send me lo 
Jericho, etc.; In fact, I have had a push In that direction already, 
but 1 do not deapalr, for it Is on record that ‘ a good Samaritan’ 
traveled by the same road. It would have been an easy matter, 
after stating tbat Tory waa the sire,’to have adhered to It; but, 
haviug learned the mistake, I could not In justice and honesty 
have done so, and my only course was to correct the mistake; 
and, having done so, my motives are misconstrued for some 
Individual purpose, which has already done me considerable In¬ 
jury; so much so that I am constrained to this course of vindi¬ 
cating my honor, notwithstanding the advice of friends uot to 
1 get Into print.’ I herewith Inclose you copy of the two letters 
from Mr. Laverack’s kennel lad, In whom I have every confi¬ 
dence, aud believe every word he has written to be true. 

Jobs R. Robinson. 

“ p. a.—I am not one of those tbat are hostile to the kenuel 
club. I believe tbat they have done,and are calculated to do, a great 
deal of good; but I do object to a 6mall minority of tbe club 
abusing tbelr power by trylug a defendant by hearsay evidence, 
and that, too, unknown to the defendant, so that he Is powerless 
to defend himself; no person can expect justice under such a 
farce."

Sir: —Mr. Laverack ordered me to put your Daisy to Tory, but 
she refused Tory.aml Prince lined her twice. Nootherdog served 
her but Prince, as I told you the last time I saw you.

Editor Chicago Field:— “ Complaint was made at police 
station No. fi, Saturday, by Frederick 8ztndeal, that one James 
Mullen, residing near Leroy avenue, Buffalo Plains, had bm 
scattering upon the streets, a quantity of bread thickly spread 
with Paris green. The case was given Into the hands of Officer 
Bailey, who found that two loaves of bread had been distributed 
by Mullen In the manner before mentioned, and he was accord¬ 
ingly taken Into custody on a charge of maliciously throwing 
poison upon the highway. The prisoner claimed that his object 
was to cause the death of the dogs In his neighborhood. When 
brought before Police Justice King yesterday morning that func¬ 
tionary w s obliged to discharge him with a severe reprimand, it 
appearing from tbe statute governing the case tbat to e6tabllr.h 
the charge It would bo necessary to show that the design was to 
effect the death of a cow, a horse or a sheep.”.'

It a dog Is declared bylaw to be property, which 1 believe It Is, 
In this state, and a man cau sue and be sued on account of a dog, 

I cannot understand why this brute. Mullen, should not have been 
punished the same as If It h ul been any other domostle animal 
he was Intending to destroy by poison ; but, not being a lawyer, 

I presume I do not understand the matter correctly. We have 
had considerable “dog poisoning” here lately, owing to the recent 
Inforcement of the obnoxious dog law. Of course the police 
have been obliged to do a large share of 11, but., as a general thing, 
unwillingly; and right here I wish to give them credit for being 
very lenient In their orders, which were strictly given to. poison 
no good dog; In fact, the deadly meat was to be thrown to no dogs 
but worthies? mongrels. But alas some men (1) have taken advant¬ 
age of tbe state of things, and thrown out poison promiscuously, 
to satisfy petty spite or old grudges, and many good dogs lay 
quietly under the green sod In consequence. 

And then we have another sort of beast 'In our mldBt that Is 
much to be feared by lovers and owners of good dogs. A case 
In point recently. A man was quietly walking up Delaware ave¬ 
nue, among our beautiful grouudB and palatial residences, when 
suddenly a playful cur, belonging to one of those residences, ran 
out and barked at him. The man being of a nervous termpera- 
ment, started toward the curbstone. This tickled doggy 
amazingly, and to keep up the fun he chased tbe big man Into 
the gutter. The man swore vengeance on all dogs, but this dog 
In particular. The next morning four good dogs lay dead In tbe 
Immediate vicinity, but the cur was as frisky as ever. Two of 
the dogs poisoned were fine setters; ooe a large well-bred red and 
white, belonging to our old sportsman aud gunsmith Dan. B. 
Castle. Money could not have bought him. The other was tbe 
property of Mr. Walter Granger, well known In sporting circles. 
I also understand tbat Mr. Hugh Sloan lost a red Irish setter by 
poison, that he had refused $500 tor; It Is not believed to have 
been tbe work of the police. 

And now, Mr. Editor, what redress have we In such cases I 
None at all; because one class of miserable dog-polsouers are 
not known, and with the “ Mullens” and that Ilk, we can do 
nothing, for it was only Intended for a poor dog. Yes; only a 
poor dog, who forsakes everything on earth, even to Its own 
kind, for man, and yet how little Is be appreciated. Mr. Mul¬ 
len can now go home and scatter poison broadcast, and no law 
can reach him, because It Is only Intended for the poor faithful 
aud true friend of man—the dog. Cocker. 

Antidote for the Bite of a Rattlesnake. 


Washington, D. C. 

Editoh Chicago Field: —8eetng In the column of answers to 
correspondents a query for a remedy for a dog that had been 
bitten by a rattlesnake, and your good advice for the same, sug¬ 
gests to me to write this article, which may be of great benefit to 
my brother sportsmen throughout the country where that horri¬ 
ble pest the rattlesnake, Is found. An old man residing In Hardy 
county, West Virginia, while out gathering black berries last 
Summer, reached forth bis band to pluck a cluster of very fine 
onee, just Inside of a fence, felt something prick his hand, but 
thinking it a brier paid no heed to it, but continued to gather the 
beTrtes; presently be felt the same thing again, when on drawing 
Mb hand through the fence, found a rattler fastened on It. 
Shaking It loose, and not stopping to kill the reptile, he started 
on a run for the nearest house, which was a mile or more 
away. To use his own words afterward: “I began to get so 
blind that half the time I couldn’t see, but kept on Instinctively 
until I reached the house.” By the time he reached the house 
his arm was swollen fearfully; from the hand to the shoulder 
great blisters were raised, which discharged a green colored fluid 
when opened; A messenger was Immediately dispatched for the 
doctor. In the meantime, the domestic remedy, and here let 
me say, an almost Infallible one, was applied. It consisted of 
equal parts of tobacco, onions and salt, made.lnto a poultice, 
applied to the wound, and changed frequently for freeh ones. 
Whiskey was administered internally until the patient was fully 
under Its Influence. Shortly after the application of the poultice 
the swelling began to eubslde, and In the course of five or six 
hours the arm had nearly regained ltd normal condition. The 
physician on his arrival salB that everything bad been done that 
he could recommend, except the loosening of a bandage that had 
been tied near the ehouldcr to prevent If possible the poison 
from entering the circulation. In a few days the old man 
entirely recovered. A woman bitten twice on tbe ankle recov¬ 
ered under the same treatment. A friend of mine bitten one® 
when a boy, and after reaching maturity bitten again, was cured 
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each time by the above treatment. I could cite a number of 
similar cases. The remedy Is simple, generally at hand and 
easily applied. I hope that none of my readers will ever have 
cauee to use It, but should they ever be bitten by rattle? or any 
other venomous reptile, If too long a time does not elapse before 
the remedy Is used, It will save life beyond a doubt and totally 
eradicate the poison from the blood. Kbutbk.

He writes us that they 
are strong, tough dogs, and believes will prove serviceable, and 
just the animals to stand a good day’s tramp. They are liver and 
white in color, with coats wavy and coarse, and on heads curly, 
like spaniels. Major and Bill are three years old, and the bitch, 
Nell, is ten months old. Nell Is by Roll, out of Fan; Roll is by 
fort's Roll (late SargeantJ, out of Palmer’s Bell; Lort’s Roll Is by 
Laverack'a Fred II, out of Lort’s Laverack bitch Bess. Palmer’s 
Bell Is by Fletcher's Dash, out of Tickle’s Bell. Fan, the dam of 
Nell, Is by Lord Carlisle’s Tom, out of Lord Carlisle's Nell. Mr. 
Plumb left this week for Nebraska, where he Intends trying the 
endurance of Bill and Major on our pinnated grouse.

The show Is under the auspices and management of the 
club, Including,of course, the appointment of the judges; yet 
they do not show for prizes. Our English Kennel Club hold 
shows for which they appoint the judges—for the most part 
chosen from their own body—yet they do Bhow for prizes.” 

A Cure yob Mange. —Pekin, Ill .—Editor Chicago Field :— 
Havlug used “ flour of sulphur” (powdered limestone) In my 
chicken bouse to eradicate chicken lice (which It does) I con¬ 
cluded to try It on my dogs showing signs of mange. It seems 
to cure the eruption quite readily, and leaves the sklo white and 
clean, and Is so easily applied, and cheap, I thought best to sug¬ 
gest It to your Innumerable readers. I applied It from a com¬ 
mon tin pepper box, turning back the hair where I wished 
to apply It. Fleas flee from It, and It prevents their return, as I 
fully believe; It cured the mange on my dogs, and will prevent its 
return. James Haines. 

Bitten by an Adder. —A pointer belonging to a Mr. Hether- 
lngtou, of North Shields, England, while In the field was bitten 
by an adder. An English cotemporary says: “Iu a minute or 
two the dog became paralyzed, the head being swollen to a sur¬ 
prising degree, and a lump, almost the size of a man’s head, 
forming under Its jaws. The poor animal seemed to suffer great 
agony, and could not move In the least. A man on a neighbor¬ 
ing farm suggested the external application of common soda and 
warm water—a remedy applied when sheep are bitten under like 
circumstances. The swollen parts of the dog were fomented, 
and In three days the animal recpvered.” 

Eloho and Rose. —We have received from Dr. Wm. Jarvis a 
very neatly printed pamphlet containing the history of his brace 
of Irish red setters, Elcho and Rose, with a list of the winners, 
and the value of the winnings of their get ; also the get of Elcho 
out of other bitches. The union of Elcho and Rose has proved 
a good nick; but with which setter bitch bred to him, has not 
Elcho proved a nick! As a stock getter he Is far ahead of any 
Irish setter in America.

to a liver and white dog? Ann.—1. It is probably from bruising while 
runniug around duriug the lime she was shut up. Bulbe them two or 
three times a day with hot water and salt, rob dry, and apply the lini¬ 
ment prescribed for J. E B., Lincoln, In this issue, and bandage. Give 
her exercise. 2. Color is of little conscqueuce; the field and other 
qualities of the dogs are to he considered, and whether thuir dispositions 
are such as to lead to the belief that they will nick well. 

J. B., Rochester. Minn.—I have a greyhound puppy about tbreo 
moni he old, out of Prairie Girl, that has been sick for the last tbreo 
weeks. What shall I do for her? she has no appetite, is very poor, and 
wants to He In the kennel nil the time; when she comes out goes 
around with her back humped up; have given her turpentine for worms, 
as per directions of Mr. Burges, in the Chicago Field, but she gets no 
better. Please advise me what to do. Aus.— If her Dowel* arc consti¬ 
pated give u tablespoonful of castor oil with a little olive oil iu it to 
prevent griplug; when it has operated give half a teaspoonful of elixir 
callsuya, iron and bismuth in a teaspoonful of water thiec times a day. 
In case she does not need the oil begin on the tonic immediately, but be 
sure about the bowels, for In all prooablllly she is troubled with consti¬ 
pation. If oil donH work give Injections of soap and water. 

W. D., Peoria,Ill.—1 have an Irish setter nine months old. He has 
at present a kind of disease In him thnt I rtou’t know what to make of. 
He will stagger along a second, and then fall down: has a chattering 
of the teeth, sblterlng, etc., and it seems to nit* also a kind of poundiug- 
like uolse In his bean; has no discharge from his nose, or anything of 
tbe kiud, eats like fury, can’t give him enough; but ne will stagger 
and fall with weakness In hla legs. What ought I to do for a dog with 
that disease to care him? Ans,—Take of elixir calisaya, Iron and 
strychnine, two ounces; simple syrup, one ounce, and water to make 
four ounces; mix, and give a tcaspoonful three tiroes a day, after eating. 
Continue It for a couple of weeks. Feud liberally, and give geutle 
exercise. 

J. E. B., Lincoln, Neb.—My setter dog Is troubled with rheumatism 
In bis shoulders, especially noticeable after a day’s hunting. No patu 
apparently, but limps badly. What can I do for him? Ans.—At the 
time of the attack bathe with the following liniment: Take of tincture 
of opium, tiDcturo ot arnica, and liquor ammouta, each one ounce, and 
water to make oue pint; mix, and apply with hand robbing, and cover 
warmly, two or three times a day. Give internally the following mix¬ 
ture: Take of colchicum, seed, powdered, one clram, vinegar, one 
oanco; simple syrop, one ounce; nitrate potash, one dram, aud water to 
make four ounces; mix aud give a tcaspoonful three times a day for a 
week or ten days.

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PARTRIDGE SHOOTINC IN ENCLAND FORTY 
YEARS ACO AND NOW. 

Our English cotemporary and namesake, the London Field, 
contrasts partridge shooting of the present day with what It was 
forty years or more ago. 

The habits of birds, as of people, are changed by the current 
of events. Who can say that forty years or more from now, a 
contrast equally great, If not In all respects, cannot be drawn 
between our shooting of to-day and then? Indeed, a retrospect 
by those who can look back forty years, shows a contrast almost 
as great In America. 

It Is true we have oot yet dispensed with pointers and setters, 
nor do we form In lines of eight or ten aud march on the birds. 
We yet retain the true Instincts of sportsmen In using always 
the pointer or setter for those of our game birds which, like the 
English partridge, He to the dog; but between the American 
sport sman of to-day, and be of forty years ago, there Is a con¬ 
trast. as marked as to the quantity of game then and now The 
modern sportsman Is better equipped than hie ancestor, and he 
needs to ba, for game Is scarcer. That ho Is more luxurious 
there Is little doubt, for the tendency of social life, with the 
increase of wealth, has natu-ally been to luxury, and It would, 
therefore, be etrange If the sportsman did not carry as much of 
It as possible with him on shooting excursions. But with it all 
has he preserved the true Instincts of the spo-tsman, or has he, 
with his Improved weapons, become more of the game butcher? 

This generatl in do not live as did tbelr ancestors. Their an¬ 
cestors were provident; they realized that life endured longer 
than a day; that there was an old age. This generation are im¬ 
provident; the life of to-day le the only life they know; they 
leave the morrow to look after Itself. Their ancestors realized 
that there was a generation to follow and live after them, and 
they used sufficient for their present necessities and did not 
waste, aa they desired to leave some of their good things for their 
descendants. This generation look to themselves only, and eo 
live as to get all there Is to be had In life, leaving their descend¬ 
ants to fare the beat they can. The same principle which has 
governed social life has Influenced the action of many sportsmen In 
regard to the destruction of game; thoroughly selfish as well as 
short-sighted It Is, and many will yet live to see the folly of the 
Improvident slaughter. 

In America there Is no necessity to lease shootings; every man 
who can buy a gun and dog can find plenty of domain, cultivated 
and uncultivated, over which he can shoot, without being put to 
the trouble even of asking permission; and so universal has 
this free use of land been that many of those who shoot do not 
recognize the right of a land owner to object to their using his 
property for the gratification of their pleasure. Iudeed, the termer 
who objects to. bis fields belDg run over ad lib Is regarded by many 
a surly devil, and almost too mean and contemptible to be called 
a man. In England, on the other hand, only the privileged few 
can Indulge In the luxury of shooting, and an expensive luxury It 
Is, too. 

But In America year by year longer distances have to be trav¬ 
eled to get good eport, and expenses are necessarily Increased; 
and it Is consequently gradually becoming a luxury In this 
country also We sec It as plain as the handwriting on the wall 
that with, what may be termed, the science of agriculture, the 
close cutting mowing machine, the pot hunter, snarer and game 
butcher, or so-called sportsman, the game of America within 
forty years will have been so decimated that shooting will be bad, 
as in England, only by the privileged few, who own or rent pre 
serves. The Improvident waste of the past and of the present 
Is faet bringing about such a state of things. It is human 
nature not to appreciate at Its value anything until lost; hence 
the sportsmen of to-day do not appreciate the value of our game. 
When, aa In England, only th3 rich can Indulge in shooting, 
then, and then too late, will the waste of to-day be realized. 

As the article of our English^cotemporary is of interest to our 
readers, we reproduce It; 

“ A sportsman need not be a landalur temporh acli because he 
for the moment laments in the first week of September the euper- 
ceasloD of the sickle by broad hook aud reaping machine, and 
the close shearing of the stubbles. The early starta of our great 
grandelres In tbelr sporting expeditions originated under circum¬ 
stances very different from .those under which we In theee days 
find ourselves. Many a modern bunting man wonld at first con¬ 
demn the Idea of ' southerly wind and cloudy sky’ as the ne plus 
ultra of hunting weather, and wonld sooner prefer a dappled sky 
with alternating sunshine when he swings himself iDtotbe saddle. 
But the second line of the old song explains the former. ‘Before 
the sun rises,’ etc., and the morning which dawns through a 
grey stratus of cloud and gentle southerly wind, becomes at mid¬ 


day the sunny outlook which gives anticipations of scoot after a 
rain-fall. The older generation bunted the drag of the fox to bis 
kennel, and thence roused him; we draw for the kennel Itself at 
midday; and the day which best suite either generation Is viewed 
differently from different boars. 

“ In like manner, when stubbles really could hold birds and 
afforded cloee lying, it was worth while to start at 7 a. ra. on 
the morning of the 1st, and to try or a morning bag, quite Irre¬ 
spective of what was to be looked for after midday, when the 
heat of the sun drove the birds to Bhelter In the root crope and 
elsewhere. In these times, even on the opening day, we do not 
look to do much on the stubbles, beyond IlndlDg sundry coveys 
Which have come !u after the morning feed, and driving them 
thence Into good lylDg, with the off chance of tbelr rising within 
shot when they leave the stubble. The change of our houre of 
meals favors later rising sod later start for sport; but, even with¬ 
out this, change of farming tactics would have begun to teach 
us that early morning shunting was no longer worth the candle. 

“It Is curious to note how our dally contemporaries, when 
annually dilating upon partridge shooting at this season of the 
year, hamper themselves with red-tape on the subject of an 
alleged disuse of pointers and setters, and theu seek to explain 
the anomaly which they have created from their own brains. 
That doge are dispensed with rather more than formerly, we 
admit and that a good deal of ground Is shot over without them, la 
true; but the proportion of land upon which doge were formerly 
used Is very nearly aa great as of old. The man who shot bis 
own scrap of holding, and cadged for birds bred on his neighbor’s 
laed, probably did not go to the expense of a well-broken dog of 
old, nor does he now; more esrecially as be now finds his birds 
with more ease than his grandslre did on the same land. Also, 
for this same last-na-ned reason, many a smaller shooting on which, 
when shot In early morning In old times, there was difficulty In 
finding the birds while the knee-deep stubbles gave such good 
lying, now can be worked minus dogs without utterly ruining the 
sport, aa would have been the case formerly. The latter start 
gives the btrd6 time to find their way to shelter from the gun, and 
the area In which to look for them Is thereby reduced. Again, 
on large and highly-preserved estates, where owners do not shoot 
the land till they have had their last of Scotland, the stubbles 
are nearly all broken up before a shot, is tired, aud It suffices to 
send beaters over the barer ground at 10 o’clock a. m., to drive 
the coveys Into shelter, and then walk them up In common 
with the rest that are already In the root crops; or perhaps the 
season is so far advanced before a shot Is tired on the estate that 
driving Is at once resorted to. Iu the best parts of the eastern 
counties birds, again, are so thick that they need no special find¬ 
ing, and ample sport can be obtained by simply walking In line. 

“But, even allowing for those circumstances which now tend— 
as some of them also did In ages post—to dispense with the use 
of dogs, we do not find In our own experience that the ordinary 
country gentleman Is the caricature depicted In the dally press, 
who never shoots over dogs, or without six guns in line, and a 
e mple of retrievers. More often lie Is accompanied by one 
Trlend only, and has bis brace of dogs working In front of him, 
and enjoys the exclteraeot of each point as much as In olden 
days. He doeB not profess to show such a head of game as will 
admit of battue ehootlog, or will find sp rt tor five or six guns 
abreast. If hy any cbance he does Invite such a number, It Is 
toward the close of the season, when his birds are harder to find 
and to get at, and when a long line of guns gets more chance of 
a bag, but he does so rather wl li apologies and explana¬ 
tions that the cream of the game has been skliumed weeks ago, 
and that the plurality of guns Is for the sake of having some¬ 
thing to show at the end of the day. 

"To those who with ouraelveB can look back forty years, 
going out on ‘tbe First’ In those days reads like a chapter from 
the history of prehistoric man. Almost everything that our rlres 
were wont to do on that day is reversed hy the sons, whose 
weapons were undreamt of by their fathers. Up at four, or half¬ 
past at farthest,- eagerly did sportsmen tour decades ago don 
their clothes (tubs were then unknown) aud descend to a tre¬ 
mendous breakfast, chops cold, with stuffed chine, ham and eggs, 
cold sirloin, and such like trifles, fit for Homeric heroes. With 
the first streak of dawn the pointers were freed from their collars, 
and the sportsman, with his old factotum t > carry the game bag, 
strode over the lawn to the dewy paddock. Joe Manton was then 
the favorite maker of guns, and ere loog the best dog feathered 
bis tall, up got a covey, and a brace were bagged tor a begluntog, 
the sportsman looking with much delight ou his Manton as he 
commenced tbe cumbrous work of loading und ramming down 
wads. Old hats, by the way, were Invaluable tor the manufacture 
of wadding, and, curiously enough, they have gone out of fash¬ 
ion as shooting headgear, with tbe advent of breech-loaders and 
wide-awakes. One or two ancient persons whom we know etill 
wear, while out shooting, top hate with very little nap on them, 
and which would create a sensation In Regent etreet. Indefatl- 
gably did our sportsmen of forty years ago work until noontide 
heat and exhaustion Imperatively demanded a halt under tbe 
hedge,and luncheon. The factotum carried asDall barrel of beer 
round his neck, and much bread and cheese In bis bag, together 
with a born cup. With these simple appliances the two made a 
meal which would astonish the 'golden youth' of these degener¬ 
ate davaaand speedily Bet forth again for the rest of tbelr beat. 
A modern sportsman would give In to such a task, and sink ex¬ 
hausted before lunch. When late eve drew Its misty veil over 
the hawthorns In the park the two arrived at home, footsore, In¬ 
deed, but otherwise none the worse for their long tramp. Fifteen 
brace, may be, have been shot, a brace more than last year. 
This demanded an extra glass of port after dinner, and the squire, 
after a nod or two In his old chair, retired to well-earned slum¬ 
bers at half-past nine, in a four-post bed, as large as t.he Lord 
Mayor's state coach. 

“ Contrast this with a shooting party of the year of grace 1880. 
An hour of leisurely dressing after a grateful tub in a room 
whose windows have been open all night upon a garden gay with 
geraniums and asters, brings the sportsman to breakfast at an hour 
unusually early tor the country house, but antedated, tor tbe con¬ 
venience of the men, for the nonce, say, at half-past eight. Be¬ 
ing ‘ tbe first,’ the ladles are actually down In time, and enliven 
the meal with much banter and many good wishes for their re¬ 
spective cavaliers. One of them Is specially pretty end engaging 
In her cool blue musllD.wIth a late rosebud fastened In her bosom; 
and the eldest son would In all probability have dangled about 
tbe gardens with her any other of these fine Autumnal mornings. 
To-day even her smiles avail not against the charms of the etub¬ 
bles on the Low Farm; but we notice with some amusement that 
he wears what looks very like her rose In Ills buttonhole through 
the day. Cigars are lit, and a start made In the wagonette at 
ten. At eleven, as the sun brightens out< a gallant line of eight 
or ten men in pitb-helmets aud Norfolk Jackets, attended by six 
or seven keepers, and with half a dozen retrlevera behind them, 
enter the first tnrnlp field. Soon a covey gets op, and after run¬ 
ning the gauntlet of the breech loaders, goes off with Wofully 
diminished numbers to the little mangold patch by Farmer Sel- 
way’s. Due note Is taken of this, and the thin eager line sweeps 
onward. Soon a hare falls a victim; a rabbit escapes three or 
four shots, but the Colonel brings him to bag. Steady I up gete 
another covey; a perfect volley accounts for four brace; and so 
tha pasty paste* ou from field to field, with a halt at Sybil’s Well 


at noon for a thimbleful of whiskey aud water, until at two, 
Hardy's Holt Is reached. Gladly do the men throw themselvee 
on the turf under the great oaks, while a couple of footmen lay 
tbe datlfask cloth, and the ladles—who have driven up In the 
pony-carrlsge—contribute flowers to deck tbe dishes. Hot soups, 
pics, and potatoes are flanked with champagne and claret. Sil¬ 
ver, crystal and napkins abound. 'Pins,' ‘choke-bores,’ and 
‘ ceutral-flres’ are speedily laid aside, and great fun attends the 
Impromptu meal. It Is amazing to note the varied costumes of 
the shooters,while tbe hats of the ladles, filled with popples, corn, 
bryony, rowan berries, or willow herb, aa It pleased each one’s 
cavalier to pluck them, after lunch, before the men made a fresh 
start, would amazes gipsy encampment. A pony carries off the 
game to toe bouse, keepers and doge make a substantial meal 
on the other side of the Holt. Again the field Is taken, aud at 
six the wagonette meets the tired party on the other side of 
the domain. A couple of hundred partridges, It may be, together 
with several scores of hares and rabbits, have been obtained. 
From afternoon tea in the pleasant hall by the lower-stands toe 
men seek tl^air rooms to dress for the eight o’clock dinner. Slng- 
Ing is dispensed with this evening, as the ladles maliciously fancy 
their cavaliers might fall asleep under it. At eleven the smok¬ 
ing room Is reached, and then ambrosia) night begins in earnest; 
many pipes are smoked, much seltzer water and whisky drank, 
many a laugh and story ensues. At one the party breaks up, and 
od Iron beds In cool rooms furnished with pink dimity, again pur¬ 
sue tbe partridge through dreamland, obtaining healthful slum¬ 
bers where their fathers would certainly have fancied they had 
caught rheumatism and colds In the head. 

“The two pictures are alike pleasant,each with Its own memories, 
the one winning a charm from boyhood’s hopefulness, the other, 
may be, rosed wltb the kindly light of later manhood, suggesting 
many months of hard work before this delightful recreation was 
earned. Let us dwell on a few features of the latter sketch. 
The bag seems large In comparison with thosa made by our 
fathers, but certainly not In comparison wltb some made on closely 
preserved domains at present. We have ever avowed our belief, 
however, that, although a fair bag is a desirable end In partridge- 
shooting, It certainly Is not the chief or the main end to be kept 
In view. Wo will go further, and affirm that we should be angry 
with ourselves could we lake pleasure In emulating adlstlngulshed 
Oriental prince, who killed 780 partridges In one day (1870) In 
Norfolk. Mere shooting, when obtained on this barbaric scale, 
soon palls on tbe mind, and Bporl. degenerates Into butchery. It 
Is thepleasaDt walk, the chat with tbe friend of oue’s heart, the 
beauty of tbe scenery where Autumn's breath sighs adown t:.c 
glades, and his kisses leivc the misses of foliage red with blushes, 
therbarmof seeing well-broken dogs display their Instincts in 
perfect obedience to man's needs, the delight of drawing In deep 
breaths of fresh air after the dust aud smoke of London—these 
and the like charms captivate the Thoughtful yet enthusiastic 
partridge Bboolcr. A leisurely start after breakfast—according 
to the Greek proverb, ‘The beghiulug Is the half of the whole' 
—Is a wise expedient In these days, when breech loaders are so 
expeditiously employed. A hot lunch, we will own, is not much 
to our t Etc. It spoils dinner, and in ire the simplicity of true 
sport. Let who will, drink champagne or claret at noon-tide. 
Bass is never more acceptable to us; better still Is ancient Scotch 
whisky tempered with gprlug water. One cigar after lunch Is not 
amiss for a smoker; but days are short, let him remember, 111 the 
month of partridges. Dinner Is a charming meal on the First; 
but let not tbe symposium be prolonged in the smoking-room. 
Few men shoot so straight on tbe Second as they have done on 
tbe First, and the smoking-room more frequently is the cause. 

“ Long may it be ere radicals find sour natures, who wish to 
abolish cakes and ale generally, turn tbelr attention to partridges, 
with which would die out a multitude of kindly customs aud tra¬ 
ditions that establish tbe reputation of the country with regard 
to hospitality and good feellug. Were they annihilated, fare¬ 
well to Autumnal enjoyment. The dark curtain of a baleful 
Puritanism would once more descend upon our smiling meads 
and woodlands English gold, and wh it Is still mure valuable, 
English kindliness of heart, would be diverted elsewhere. The 
town and the country wmild be separated by hard-and-fast line, 
and the many pleasant ties which at present link together gentle 
and simple In rural districts, would be rudely snapped. There 
are already mnrmurs that the country Is hardly worth living in, 
owing to the spirit of utilitarianism which is so rife. If our leg¬ 
islators suffer tbe rural peace aud pleasantness of England to be 
Impaired, It needs no prophet to discern that they will m >st seri¬ 
ously injure the prosperity and well-belDg of the kingdom. 
After all, the farmer has no friend so trusty, If he did but kuow 
it, ss the partridge.” 

THE WANTON DESTRUCTION OF FISH. 

In our fish department will be found a letter from Mr. Howard 
HenderBon, of this city, showing the advantages Northern Michi¬ 
gan possesses as a resort for sportsmen, and the waDton destruc¬ 
tion of fish there. 

It is sad to think that there can be found men In this en¬ 
lightened age who are such vandals as to catch fish merely to 
leave them to rot. It Is to be regretted that It Is Impossible to 
regulate by law the number of fishes and game blrdB which each 
shall capture, for there are those who need some such restraint. 
Unfortunately the spirit of braggadocio Is possessed Instead of true 
sportsman’s instincts, by eo many who shoot and fish, that they 
are nothing but game and fish butchers, and so measure their 
pleasure, not by the sportsmanlike manner in which they have 
killed their bird or caught tbelr fish, but solely by the number 
they have killed. As toe vulgar parvenu measures his pleasures 
by their cost, so do these game and fish butchers measure their 
skill as sportsmen by the size of their slaughter. The outrageous 
waste Is regarded no more by them than does the spirit of pleas¬ 
ure enter Into the slaughter; the real pleasure Is tbe blotoing they 
are able to do after they return home. 

As Mr. Hendereoo says: “This slaughtering Is done mostly by 
people from our cities,” the very people who are most lntere:ted 
lo preserving tbe game and Osh. 

Tbe sportsman and the game butcher differ as much as gold 
aud brass. Unfortunately the game butcher Is too often mis¬ 
taken for tbe genuine article, when really he Is the vilest pot¬ 
hunter, and does as much, If not more harm, than tbe pot- 
hunter. What the Utter kills Is utilized, as It finds Its way to 
market, and there Is some object In killing It; but with the game 
batcher naught but to gratify empty vanity and to indulge in 
load and vulgar blowing. 

Thb Louisville Fall Tbottiko Meeting. —The Fall trotting 
meeting at Louisville, Ky., opens on Oct. S, and will continue 
five days. Under the efficient management of Col, John W. 
Conley, a splendid list of entries have bean attracted, al tha pro- 
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gramme attest*. On the first day, the race tor the 2:80 class 
has ten entries, and the 3:10 class seven, notably Monroe Chief, 
Bonesetter, Will Cody, Convoy, Voltaire, Orange Girl, and 
Hsmbletoolan Bashaw. This will be a race well worth Journey¬ 
ing miles to see. On tbe same day there will be trotted the Galt 
House Stakes, for tbree-year-olds, and out of one hundred and 
one original nominations, fifty have declared. The second day’s 
card will contain races for the 3:40 and 3:36 class trotters, and 
tbe 2:30 pacers,^wlth ten, twelve and five entries, respectively. 
On tbe third day there are trots for the 2:31 class, four eutrtee, 
and 2:34 class, ten entries; alsoU special purse, free entrance, 
open to all four-year-olds, and conditional that Alcantara and 
Jewett start. With these two and Cyclone, and other promising 
Kentucky youngsters as starters, a grand race will be witnessed. 
The fourth day’s list calls for races for the 2:83 class, trotting, 
nine entries, and a purse " open to all” pacerB, five entries. A 
new aspirant for pacing fame Is In the list, named Lincoln. The 
fifth and extra day’s events are novelties and attractive ones In 
their way. One of these Is a twenty-mile race to saddle, between 
tbe Misses Plnneo and Jewett, and a puree of $250 la offered as 
an inducement to Kentucky lady equestriennes who shall defeat 
tbe above-meutloued ladles; eight horses will be allowed to each 
and to change at pleasure. On the same day there will be a 
special purse of $300 trotted for, open to three-year-olds; the 
wlnuer of the Galt House Stake will be barred. The entries to 
tlila stake will close at 11 p. ui., October 5. Tbe energy dis¬ 
played by the management deserves recognition, and those who 
attend this meeting are assured of a week’s excellent sport. 


Ir a Cow. —We publish In this Issue a communication from a 
friend In Buffalo, who, like ourselves, loves a dog for the nobility 
of the animal, relating the outrageous poisoning of dogs In 
that city, and particularly by one James Mullen. What a satire 
on the Intelligence of the New York State law-makers that the 
statute allows a wretch to scatter around Paris green for the 
purpose of poisoning; since, unless It can be shown that the 
design Is to effect tbe death of a cow, a horse, or a sheep, the 
statute fails to provide punishment. And yet lu New York State 
dogs are property quite as much as a cow, a horse, or a sheep. 
According to this wise legislation Mullen and id genus omne can 
poison pigs, goatB, mules, jackasses (especially the members of 
the legislature), chickens, turkeys, ducks, geese, SDd other domes¬ 
tic animals and birds, with Impunity. Truly we live In an Intel¬ 
ligent age. 


Tbb Kansas Trials. —It has been determined to postpone, 
until next year, the trials which were to have been run In Kansas 
next December.

Kail Shooting—The Patuxent Marshes. 


The California State Sportsmen’s Association. —Recog¬ 
nizing the necessity of such an organiz itlon the spo rtsmen of 
California have formed themselves into tbe California Slate 
Sportsmen's Association, and elected the following officers: 
President, Crittenden Robinson, of Sin Francisco; vice-presi¬ 
dent, F. G. Beatty, of Grass Valley; secretary, Charles H. Cat- 
ton, of San Ftauoisco; treasurer, M. W. Stackpole, of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Directors—M. N. Basse, of Watsonville; Frank Maskey, 
of San Francisco; E. L. Wlpple, of Sonoma We are pleased to 
see this action of tbe sportsmen of California, as by uniting they 
will secure more efficient legislation In the interests of game and 
fish, and more vigorous enforcement of the game laws. 


The Hon G. A. Henrv.— In Clarksville, Tenu., on Sept. 10, 
the Hoo. G. A. H mry, tbe father of Capt. Pa’rlck Henry, died In 
the seventy-sixth year of his age. He w.is born In Christian 
couuty, Ky., lu 1804, and represented Christian county In tbe 
legislature when a very young man. In 1831 he moved to 
Clarksville, Teuu., where be married, and located, to practice 
law. He was an eloquent orator, one of the leading members of 
tbe bar of Tennessee, and occupied a leading position In the 
politics of the state. The Nashville American in Its obituary of 
him, says: “ Tennessee Is called on to-day to mourn the loss of a 
man who, with great gifts, and brilliant intellect, could leave tbe 
world with tbe consciousness that he bad beeu true In every 
relation In life.” 

A Tax on Pigeons. —It Is proposed to tax pigeons in England 
used for flying and shooting matches. Land and Water thinks 
there Is little doubt that the government will yield to the numer- 
oue requests to do It. A memorial, it states, has recently been 
presented to the Chancellor of the Exchequer from Coseley and 
other districts, and an official notification has been received that 
the recommendation will receive the best consideration. It does 
not know on what grounds the memorialists desire the tax; and 
wonders whether it proceeds from the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to AulmalB, or to enable the authorities to exercise a 
stricter supervision over the sport In the north of England, or Is, 
meant as a contribution to the Indian deficit. 

An Interesting Question.— The English dally press 1b much 
excited over the ” debaslug spectacle ” the public are allowed to 
witness at the Zoological Gardens, of feeding the reptiles with 
birds and animals alive. A feature of the discussion of the sub¬ 
ject Is whether snakes will starve before they will eat a bird or 
an animal which they have not killed. The secretary of the 
Zoological Society In defending the practice of feeding the rep¬ 
tiles with live birds and animals, declares that "snakes, according 
to the long experience of those who kept them In captivity, will 
not, In the majority of cases, feed at all except upon living 
food.”

Nottingham, Prince Georges Co., Md. 

Editor Chicago Field: — I have come a long way from home 
to get some Bhootlng, but, like the boy who went with his mother 
to the ice cresm saloon, " I’m mighty glad I come.” 

On Saturday la6t I left Baltimore at 7 o’clock a. m., and came 
down toCroomc, seven miles from here, on the Baltimore and 
Potomac R. R.- from which point I came over here by wagon. 

The tide was in about three or four o’clock p. m., and after 
dinner I secured a pusher, and started for tbe marahcs'about four 
miles up the river. As I wanted to do the most of my shooting 
to-day 1 only took seventy-five shells with me, but with them I 
bagged fifty-two rails, and lost fifteen—not so bad for a begin¬ 
ner. I had never shot one of the birds before, and found diffi¬ 
culty In getting accustomed to the motion of the little narrow 
skiff. 1 lost my fifteen birds partly through failure of the pusher 
to mark them, and partly from a habit they have, when wounded, 
of diving, and holding on to the roots of the grass. Marking 
(lead birds, where several are down at one time, Is a science. If 
I bad depended on my own skill at It, I should not have had a 
bird; but my pusher, like all of bis calling, was very accurate. 

Sunday I spent In bed, quite sick from over-heating and over¬ 
eating the day before; but this morning I was up and ou the 
river by daylight, feeling all right again. 

Rail shooting mast be done at flood tile, and when I got on 
the marshes this morning, even though I started shortly after 
four o’clock, It was sunrise, and the tide had begun to ebb By 
eight o’clock the pusher told me I must stop, or he would be 
caught high and dry on the mareb, and would have to wait for 
the next tide, so we pushed Into tberlverand came back to town. 
I had In my boat slxty-lbree birds for my morning’s work, with s 
dozen or more lost. I might have Increased this bag considera¬ 
bly If I had only appreciated tbe fact that time and tide wait for 
no man; but I began picking my shots, instead of taking every 
chance, and when It was too late I discovered my mistake. My 
puBher had a quiet laugh at me, but very considerately told me 
some men did worse. I heard of one man who ahot here three 
days without hitting a bird, and on the last day said he would 
give fifty dollars to kill one. 

CbaB. H. Raymond, of New York, and Commodore English and 
Mr. Patterson, of Washington, will be here this afternoon. Mr. 
Raymond makes a semi annual trip here, generally In his yacht. 
I saw his decoys and sink boat this morning, packed away for 
Winter use, In the warehouse at tbe wharf. Tbe steam yacht, 
“ Carrie,” belonging to Mr. Watmaugb, of Philadelphia, passed 
up the river yesterday, to be joined by her owner to-day on the 
upper marshes. 

I want to know why this country should not, of right, be called 
a sportsman’s paradise, and I’ll tell you why I want to know It. 

In the Spring the Patuxent marshes furnish the best snipe 
shooting east of the Allegheny mountains. They stretch up and 
down tbe river on both sides for miles. 

In August and September the finest reed bird and rail shooting 
In America Is to be had here, the latter continuing until the first 
frost. In the early Fall the ducks begin to come In, and until 
the Ice drives them sway, they are here by thousands. Last Fall 
more canvas backs and red heads were seen a few miles be¬ 
low here on tbe river, than at any point on Chesapeake Bay. 

Qualls, or as they are called here, partridges, are plentiful for 
miles around here In this and adjoining counties. 

Woodcock Bhootlng Is quite good In season about here, and 
ruffed grouse can be found In fair quantities In the woods. 

There are a number of good hounds In this vicinity and foxes 
are plentiful. 

Add to all these tbe entire year of grand fishing, such as few 
other sections can offer, and I claim that this is a sportsman’s 
paradise. Now for some of the recommendations of the town 
perse: John McCubbln keeps the hotel here. When I arrived 
about midday, Saturday, I asked him If I could have some fish 
for dinner. He took me down to the wharf, about fifty yards 
from his bouse, where a fisherman had Just come In with his 
morning catch. We selected a few bluefiah and rock-perch, and 
flounders, and soft crabs, and started for the house. In a half 
hoar after my arrival John announced dinner, and I sat down to 
the flab above-named, a home-mad* chicken pie, Maryland Mat 


biscuits, strong coffee, and rich milk. For supper that night he 
gave me fish again, fried oysters, broiled birds, beat biscuits, and 
stroDg coffee with cream and crushed sugar In It. Tbe cooking 
here at bis bouse 1 b tbe old Maryland cooking, than which there 
Is nothing belter Id tbe world. To a man who haa been tortured 
with the hotel fare of Kansas and Arkansas as I have been on 
iny hunting trips,I BBsure you such living as I have here Ib grate* 
ful. • n 

The oysters of this river are not so large as some others, but 
they are as flue as any I ever ate, aud John 1 b able to serve them 
to his guesta nearly the whole year round. In the Spring the 
snipe shooter Is regaled at each meal with a broiled shad and 
broiled fresh herring; In the Fall with such fare as I have 
mentioned, not to speak of Maryland country-cured ham, and 
fried chicken, with cream gravy. Adjoloing John’s hotel is a 
largQ mint bed, and if the sportsman he provided with a few 
drops of whisky, he cau have his daily julep. 

John McCubbln is a Maryland gentleman, a splendid shot, aud 
a first-rate landlord. If any of the household machinery ebould 
get out of gear he can cook as good a meal as his cook can. He 
delights In having sportsmen stop with him, and he Is unremitting 
In his attention to them. His house Is an old time Maryland 
tavern, forty years old, and his beds are as elder-down to the 
tired sportsman. Nottingham la far ahead of any Summer re¬ 
sort In the way of comfort and fare. 

I am under obligations for tbe pleasure this trip has afforded 
me to Mr. Frank Thomas, of Baltimore, who very kindly left his 
business to pilot mo down here, and show me what attractions 
old Maryland can offer a sportsman at this season of the year, 
and who will never get even with me yhless he comes West In 
shooting season, so I can take him out( somewhere. He carries 
back home with him to-day a very crAlttable string of birds of 
his killing—about odc hundred. 

This is my first rail shooting on tbe Patuxent marshes, but I 
sincerely hope it will not be my last. J. W. Munson. 


The Velocity of Shot. 


„ ^ Boston, Mass. 

Kdjtok Chicago Field :—The statement made by Professor 
Mayer before the American Association for the advancement of 
science, recently convened at Boston, upon the velocity of shot, 
a report of which was found In the Chicago Field of the 18th 
lust., Is extremely interesting to tbe practical aud scientific sports¬ 
man. The trial was made with a fowling-piece, using the same 
charge of powder with different sizes of ahot at thirty, forty, 
and fifty yards distances, with two guns of different gauges. 
There appears to he a discrepancy or at least an Inconsistency In 
some ol his statements, something which is not made plain, or 
which the writer falls to understand bis meaning. But I will 
now refer to his tables of velocities, which I have for sake of 
convenience condensed, by giving the sum total of each, and 
made comparison of the 6ame. With a ten-gauge gun using five 
drams powder, one and one-quarter ounces of shot at distances of 
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By averaging the above amounts he makes the velocity of the 
shot at thirty yards distance, average 9 percent, more than at forty 
yards; at forty yards 11 per cent, more than at fifty yards. These 
facts are worthy of sp. clal consideration for all those who are Inter¬ 
ested In the for c of shot at different distances. He 1 b correct In 
his statement that the proper charge for a 12-gauge gun Is one 
and one-eighth ounce of ahot, which quantity has already been 
established, and Is a rule, by practical sportsmen, with guns of 
seven and one-half and eight-pound weight. _ 

The statement also that the large-size ehot, 6ay from No. 3 
uptoB. B. do not show as large amount of velocity between 
cacti size larger , as do the smaller sfzeB, Is also correct. These 
points were well established at the great gun trial held at Chi¬ 
cago last November. This trial, so exhaustive, was continued 
through a month’s hard and anxious labor, Including almost a 
week of constant shooting, with four different gauges of guns, 
and covered about all the different forms of changes In the man¬ 
ner of loading that could be put Into the trial, and which gave 
the greatest satisfaction to sportsmen generally throughout the 
country. I am happy to find that so far as I have named, the Pro¬ 
fessor’s statements coincide with the Chicago trial. 

The wltbln comparison showing the ten-gauge gun to exceed 
considerably In velocity of the shot when tested with tbe twelve- 
gauge, is certainly at variance with the great trial already 
named. By making an average of the totals of the second table 
within, No. ten-gauge with four drams of powder, and one and 
one-quarter ounce of ehot compared with the twelve-gauge of 
three and one-quarter drams, and one and one-eighth ounce, 
shows 15 per cent, more velocity In favor of the ten-gauge. He 
also mates a comparison of the velocity between these two gauges, 
and loads each gun with the same quantity of powder and ehot, 
while he makes the statement which Is patent to practical gun¬ 
ners, that In the small bore with the eame charge of ehot , that In 
consequence of the charge lylog higher up In the* barrel of the 
gun, the friction le Increased, and thereby makes a decrease In 
the velocity. Had he given the twelve-gauge the regular charge 
of three and one-half drame, and one and one eighth ounce of ahot, 
he would have made a fairer comparison and a better test. This 
was the standard charge used by the Chicago field trial, and 
which showed by Its " summary of averages” that the twelve- 
gauge In all the sizes of No.’s 10, 9, 8, 7, 6, 4, the average pen¬ 
etration was a trifle in edvance of the ten-gauge; tbe latter did, 
however, excel with the ahot No. 3 size, but only 8 per cent.’ 
The Professor claims that the superiority of the ten-gauge Is lu 
the leas spice occupied lu tbe barrel, producing less friction as 
already stated. It has been considered by practical sportsmen 
who have made this matter a study, that there Is no material 
difference, bnt relatively arc alike, provided we use one and one- 
eighth ounce shot In the twelve-gauge. 

I noticed one other statement made In his trial of the velocity 
of shot which I cannot fully comprehend, from the fact that It Is 
against the general rule of Increased penetration or velocity— 
when larger ehot are used. Yob will And lu his No. 1 table that 
with the samecharge of powder,FFshotland No. 1 buckshot,which 
are considerably larger and heaver—do not show as high velocities 
as the BB. If the above statement la correct the hunter had 
better load with BB Instead of No. 1 buck whea hunting for 
deer I In reference to the advantage that he mentions that Is 
gained by the 10-bore gun over the 12-guage In the matter of the 
Ignition of the powder, the "explosion belog nearer the center of 
the charge,” la contrary to all experiences that I have ever read 
or beard of, from those who have made this question a study and 
test. “Per contrary from the many tests that have been made 
of late to meet this old-fashioned theory, it Is proven conclu¬ 
sively that It makes no kind of difference where the powder in the 
charge ie ignited ; neither at one end or the other; or at any point 
between tbe ex remittee; the same results lu the force of the pro* 
Jecttle Is discovered.’’ Now, the writer does not seek differences 
with tbe Professor In any manner, or state positively that he it not 
comet, only as practical test give# tha result. I feel to express 
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my thinks for the light that he bis so kindly given na In bis pro¬ 
fession, and think that some Important facts will be established 
therefrom. 

A great deal has been written, and powerful arguments have 
been abundantly advanced of late years, to show that the large 
bore guns of 10-gauge and over, have not really much advantage 
over the 12 or even the 16-gauge In the matter of penetration, 
when each gun Is loaded with Its proper charge. The Chicago 
Field trial made a great revolution In this matter, and rather 
established a new belief on this side of the great water, while It 
substantiated the long established opinion of the leading sports¬ 
men In this respect on the other side. Last November’s trial of 
guns at all distances, even at 60 yards and 80 yards as a result, 
caused the 10 and even the largest gun used, a heavy 6-gauge, to 
take a back seat In the matter of penetration a good many times, 
by the small bored guns of 12, 16, and even 20-gauges; and In 
some cases with 50 and 75 per cent, more powder In the big 
gun6. I am ready to believe whatever is proven, and desire 
greatly to know all the facts lu reference to these differences, and 
hope we may hear more from men of science on this subject.

Hunting tlic Pinnated Grouse. 

Gallatin, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Having Just returned from our 
annual grouse hunt In Kansas, a brief account may be of some 
Interest to those who are si-eking the same Sport. Westward 
from Atchison, Kansas, and St. Joseph, Mo., along the northern 
boundary line of Kansas, to about Nuckolls county In Nebraska, 
and Jewell In Kansas, the country is settled just enough by a 
thrifty set of grain-growers to make magnificent feeding grounds 
for the prairie chicken, and not too much to break up their breed¬ 
ing ground. For here are large bodies of land owned by specu¬ 
lators, which have uot been disturbed by the plow, and upon 
which the birds make their nests, and rear their young, undle- 
turbed Bave by tbe occasional tramp of a cattle herd. Here the 
birds feed upon tbe adjoining stubble fields, and were It not for 
the Spring burning of grass, all the sportsmen in the t.nlted States 
could not diminish their number. But these burns, made by the 
herders and farmers for the purpose of securing tender and nu¬ 
tritious grass In Summer for cattle and hogs, destroy thousands 
of eggs. One resident told me he had counted over twenty 
neats burnt last April In a space of about twenty square acres. 

Farther west tbau ihls district settlements are more sparce, 
drouths more frequent, aud the chickens, like other crops, very 
uncertain, and very scattering. 

For three seasons I have hunted In the vicinity of Greenleaf, 
Washington county, Kansas, and this year found birds plentier In 
favored localities (where grass had not been burned) than where 
the country was newer. But they were not so numerous as to 
make the work of burning them monotonous, or to cause one to 
brag of their slaughter by hundreds dally. They could be found 
In Just such quantities as to give a keen zest to the business, a 
fair shot and ordinary day bringing to bag two to three dozen In 
a hunt of two hours in morning, and two hours In afternoon. It 
Is no place for the market or pot hunter. But the man who loves 
the sport for Itself, can find enough to satisfy himself, and he 
will be welcomed by the reaidenls. 

We Btopped at tbe splendid farm house of Mr. John E. Bar¬ 
rett, and to whom and his amiable family we owe all our pleasure. 
They furnished us team and driver, and polDted out the most 

favored localities. ..... , 

Our hunt was In the last ten days of August, which Is too early 
for genuine comfort, though the frequent rains during our'stay 
rendered tbe atmosphere somewhat bearable, and kept the holes 
full of water, to tbe great comfort of tbe doge. The birds were 
generally well grown, strong and lively, but three and one-half 
drams of powder with one and one-eighth ounce No. 9 shot 
brought them down at all reasonable distances. Indeed, we could 
see little difference between effect of tbe charge upon a young bird 
or a vigorous old hen or cock. After settling down from Becond 
flight,they would lie well to the dogs. 

Driving up to a favorable looking stubble (there are no fences 
In that region), we would put out tbe dogs and follow on foot, 
the wagon awaiting developments. Raising a covey we would 
get in both barrels with effect, when tbe birdB would either fly to 
corn or high prairie. If the former, we gave up pursuit at once 
for no man nor dog baa any disposition to tackle a Kansas corn¬ 
field of a hot August day. If they went to prairie we followed, 
and on second rise again got In both barrels, dropping from two 
to four. If the rise was well spread every shot would count, but 
If bunched some poor chicken would be terrifically mangled by a 
double charge, which Is always hexing-- to an old shot. In this 
flight tbe covey would almost Invariably go a quarter or a half 
mile beyond some bill and settle down in some of the numerous 
swales or draws peculiar to the country. Here, If the weeds 
were not too heavy and high, would begin the genuine sport, as 
the birds would lie close (sometimes too close) and get up one 
at a time. But here there Is little use for a dog, except to hunt 
cripple or dead. You must tramp up your bird yourself. The 
variation to this sport 1 b an occasional shot at the jack-rabbit 
which can generally be found on the broken prairie, upon which 
large weed patches have grown. 

We opine from Sept. 1 to about Oct. 15 would be a decidedly 
better time to hunt chickens. The weather then would allow 
more tramping, whilst men and dogs would enjoy It with a 
keener zest. Forboth are too soft, going from the shades of a 
city to work under the hot sun of August upon those most tree¬ 
less prairies. Luckily we had a fairly pleasant spell of weather, 
and as the watermelon crop was in its prime we often slaked our 
thirst upon this delicious fruit. 

A word as to the best route to this favorite locality. Go to 
Atchison by the flret-clase Rock Island and Pacific road, where 
you will connect with the Central Branch (Mo. Pacific). The 
officers of these roadB are all courteous and accommodating. 
They make quick time; sportsmen are always treated kindly, and 
shown every facility. You cannot go amiss for fair shooting by 
getting off at any atation from Corning, west. And In October 
and November, along the lakes and sloughs of the Republican 
and 8olomon rivers, you will find first-rate wild fowl shooting. 

In closing allow me a word on Dtttmar powder. During the 
hot, dry days of July, I used It hi glas% ball shooting, and ad¬ 
mired It most for Its cleanness and freedom from smoke. I loaded 
a few shells and took on my trip to Kansas, but am sorry to say 
it does not do In damp weather. Hazard powder shells all shot 
clear, and strong, but the Dlttmar had absorbed moisture, and 
went off as squibs, with barely force enough to eject the shot 
from tbe gun barrel. In truth, the shot dropped In three feet of 
me. If you wiab to prove the truth of this, load a few paper 
sheila and expose to damp. Lewis Lamkin.

The Second Annual Meeting of the Central Illinois 
Sportsmen’s Association. 

Jacksonville, III. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The second aunual meeting of the 
Central Illinois Sporismen’s Association Indicates Increased In¬ 
terest In the objects of the association. There wm a large at¬ 
tendance, and several new oluba were enrolled. In revising the 


work of the year the report of officers ahowa that but little com¬ 
plaint baa been made of violator* of the game laws. Much com¬ 
plaint, however, was brought to tbe attention of the association 
of violators of the fish laws, tn the valley of the Illinois River and 
tributaries. In every case complaint has been made by private 
letters to the president of the association and tbe writer baa In¬ 
variably requested that tbe fact of his complaint be not made 
known. When violations bave been brought to the attention of 
the officers a private letter to the person violating the law has 
generally been sufficient. The Green County Cluj) had a hard 
contest with fishermen who for miles set traps In Apple Creek, 
but the law was vindicated, and hae since been obeyed. Much 
good has been doue, but a year's work Indicates that there Is 
much yet to do. Clubs ought to be organized In every village 
tn the valley of tbe Illinois River. To do this the Interest In 
the subject must be awakened. Much Ignorance must be 
overcome. The Instincts, habits and conditions favorable to the 
Increase of game birds and fishes, must be taught A wider view 
must be preached than this day’s bag or catch. We meet preju¬ 
dice also. We are thought to be ‘•swallow-tailed’’ sportsmen, 
who don’t know what we wiht. The farmers and residents along 
that great valley and Its tributaries must be Interested In the 
study, and they will soon learn the benefits that will accrue to 
them and those who shall come after them. Our clubs are a 
means to this end. We urge also subscription to the sportsmen’s 
papers, among which Is the Chicago Field. 

Here let me correct an Idea which we understand prevails, that 
our association Is In some way a rival of, or hostile to, the State 
Association. This Is not so. We declined to let Peoria and 
Quincy Into the association upon no personal grounds, nor on ac¬ 
count of rivalry. We found that If we let them In some of the 
clubs now organized would at once be abandoned and that we 
could have little hope of new clubs. Now bear in mind our new 
clubs come from localities where no elube have ever existed. We 
thought it wise to confine our work to vtrglu fields. There Is, 
there must be, no rivalry. There Is work enough for both. 
It was accidental that we had no team or representative at the 
last state tournament, but at the next we expect to send a teBm; 
and I -shall make it a point to attend myself and show to the State 
Association what we are doing, compare notes and both associa¬ 
tions together go on In the work of caring for the game and fish 
of this state. 

Tbe address of Judge John G. Henderson on the Game of Illi¬ 
nois was a very able and learned address, but as it will be sent 
you for publication, I will not speak more of It. We propose to 
make this a feature of our annual meetings, that is, an address 
on some subject In the Hue of our object by some specialist, and 
In this way we hope to increase the Interest In our cause. 

The tournament was a grand success In every way. The offi¬ 
cers for the coming year are, Wm. H. Barnes, Jacksonville, pres¬ 
ident; Dr. C. Henry, Jacksonville, vice-president; J. E. Hoff 
mao, Jacksonville, secretary; Geo. Hayden, Jacksonville, treas¬ 
urer. Board of Directors—same as last year, except that I. M. 
Hambaugb, Versailles, IU., takes the place of H. Flint, Delavan, 
who has moved out of tbe state.
